After the Shippers’ and Municipal 
Assembly Conference Committees had 
been officially assured that the mem- 
bers of the General. Ratlroad Com- 
mittee, with whom they were in 
conference, had power to abolish the 
bridge arbitrary, "W. C. Maxwell, 
freight traffic manager of the Wa- 
bash Railroad, undertook to voice the 
attitude of the railroad officials at 
Thursday's meeting by saying: 

“All this talk is @ waste of breath. 
As to the question as whether the rail- 
roads can abolish this charge, we all 
know that rates are lower now than 
they ought to be. Many railroads are 
on the verge of bankruptcy. We are 
hemmed in by Federal and state laws. 
We are hauling coal at’ a loss. We 
could-do better without the coal busi- 
ness. As to improvements in service, 
there is little reason to expect them.” 

Maxwell’s remark was made after 
Benjamin McKeen, %n ..response to 
questions .from Otto L. Teichmann, 
had said that the railroad committee 
had full power to act without receiv- 
ing further authority from the lines 
which thev represented, but that the 
abolition of the arbitrary or any 
part of it was impossible. 

Arbitrary Will Stand. 

In Maxwell's statement, and in the 
declarations of other railroad men at 
the conference, the railroads reiter-

Definition of “Arbitrary.” 
Chairman Sawyer stated at the outset 


that at the last meeting the railroads 


the abolition of the arbitrary. He want- 
ed to ask the railroad men what part 
of the arbitrary, could, in fairness to 
the railroads, be abolished. 

McKeen answered: “We hold that no 
part of it can be abolished.”’ 

Chairman Sawver called on Mr. Teich- 
mann to speak for the shippers.

The demand was that 
rates in the terminal zone should be the 
same on both. sides of the river and 
shipments from the East, within 100 
miles of St. Louis, should be delivered 
at St. Louis at the same rate as at 
East St. Louis.

McKellar wanted to know how many- 
commodities the petitioners wanted in- 
cluded in the adjustment of rates.

The first test, which wis made laté 
yesterday afternoon, was little more 
than preliminary. In the presence of a 
large crowd of spectators, which had 
waited patiently all the afternoon for

Propeller is Disabled,

Dr. Kinzey positively declined to name 
the superior officer from whom he re- 
ceived the order. 

Supt. Bauer’s declaration was echoed’ 
by Dr. Walter R. Hewitt, resident phy- 
siclan, who said he was personally in- 
terested in O’Brien and would have 
been glad to release him at the earli- 
est possible moment. 

An investigation was begun at the 
city hospital, after the publication of 
O’Brien’s harrowing experiences, to fix 
the blame for his detention. Supt. 
Bauer questioned Dr. Hewett, who has 
charge of the release of patients, and 
Dr. Hewitt, declaring that no applica- 
tion for the young man’s release had 
been presented to him, passed the in- 
quiries on to the senior and junior in- 
ternes in charge of the observation 
ward. They, in turn, according to Dr. 
Hewitt, disclaimed responsibility, but 
Dr. Kinzey later admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he was to blame. 
Dr. Hewitt had previously laid the fault 
upon one of the guards, identity not 
ascertained. 

‘It is my impression,” said Supt. 
Bauer, ‘‘that the order for O’Brien’s 
release reached the hospital at 8 p. m. 
It was a mistake to keep him, and he 
should have been released at once. 
It has been stated that if an order for 
the release of a prisoner is not pre- 
sented at the .hospital by 10:30 a. m. 
sharp, the prisoner cannot be released 
for another % hours. This is a mis- 
take. We have no fule concerning 
hours at which prisoners must be 
reed.”” 

Statements contradicting Dr. Bauer 
were made to the Post-Dispatch Thurs- 
day by O’Brien and Deputy Marsha!

“The ‘prisoner’s ward’ is the only 
place where we can keep them,” said 
Dr. Hewitt, “when they are able to 
walk. We cannot employ a guard to 
watch every man. 

In Agony of Thirst. 

“At certain hours we let the less vio- 
lent of the insane patients out of their 
cells and exercise in the ‘prisoners’ 
ward.” 

As to O’Brien’s charges against the 
hospital food, which he said even the 
attendants have nicknamed “scum,’’ Dr. 
Hewitt says he ie aware that the fare 
has been far from Satisfactory, but that 
he believes it is improving constan.-y 
under the new regime. He said that he 
did not believe O’Brien and others were 
compelled to go without water for six 
hours at a time, as he related. ‘ 

“If he wished a drink,” ‘said the phy- 
sician, “I think all he would have to do 
was to ask an attendant to get it for 
him." 

O’Brien declared that the patients, in 
their agony from thirst, took hor water 
from the boilers In-the ward. let it cool 
to tepidity, and drank it. 

Patients Fight for Beds, 

In addition,.to what he related to-the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday, O’Brien says 
that there were not enough cots in the 
ward to go around, and that he saw 
two patients fighting for possession of 
one bed. Sometimes, he says, negroes 
were routed from their cots and white 
patients put in them, without a change 


“There was a boy in the ward,” he 
relates, ‘‘who looked to be 14 years old, 
but who the physicians said was 17. 
Every day they would take him into 
the, office and perform some operation 
upon him, the nature of which I couid 
not learn. But his screams rang 
throughout the ward.

that of East St. Louis, was the main- 


stay of the line’s traffic and that if it 


were not for the Terminal, the South- 
ern would have to bring its lines into 
St. Louis at great expense. 

Bowes of the Lllinois Central said 
there was a great difference between 
absorbing the arbitrary charge on rates 
of 25 to §7 cents a hundred pouiids, and 
on charges of 1% cents. ‘There is not 
enough revenue in the inner zone rates,’’ 
he said, “to warrant the railroads in 
absorbing the bridge tolls.’’ 

“Ten years ago,’ said Bowes, ‘the 
Terminal was organized as an inde- 
pendent body.’ It had no actual connec- 
tion with the railroads. A charge of 
40 cents was then made for each pas- 
senger carried. Rates were much high- 
er than at present. 

“About the only stuff handled within 
the 100-mile zone is coal and livestock. 
We can’t absorb tlie bridge toll on the 
short haul unless the Terminal makes 
the haul for nothing. It would be un- 
fair to the West Side railroade to make 
them pay their pro rata share of an 
arbitrary which would be absorbed by 
East Side roads, 


“The East Side roads are making the 
same rate to industries all over St. 
Louis no matter where located. The rate 
on coal is 52 cents. About 70 per cent 
of the coal hauled goes to industries not 
on the Terminal lines. On that coal . ¢ 
East Side carrier gets onl y22 cents to 
East St. Louis. It has to pay 2 cents 
to the Terminal and 10 cents to the 
line delivering it.” 


Councilman Schutz asked Bowes if 
it were not a fact that the Illinois 
Central, Southern and other East 
Side roads made the same rate to 
GranitefCity that they made to East 
St. Lou, 32 cents, while the rate to 
St. Louis was 52 cents. He declared 
the distance might be greater to 
Granite City than to the point of de- 
livery in St. Louis. 

Bowes admitted the rate to Granite 
City was the same as to East St. Louis 
and gave as a reason that there was 
competition which the Illinois Central 
was forced to meet. 

Calls Railroads Helpless. 

Freight Traffic Manager Maxwell of 
the Wabash declared that no East Side 
railroad had anything to say about 
making the rate. He said the rate was 
made by the Illinois Railroad Commis- 
sion, and that, while the railroads ought 
to have something to say about an in- 
terstate rate, the Terminal association 
says the rate cannot be changed. 


“The Terminal gets 8 per cent of its 
revenue direct from the railroads,” said 
Maxwell, “and the balance must come 
from the business originating in the 100- 
mile zone. 

“The Wabash considers 
coal unprofitable as they are and 
would prefer not to haul any coal. 
It dows nct want to use its equinment 
for that purpose when’ the rate is as 
low as it is.” 

Retier Accommodations Needed. 

Chairman Sawyer, Maxwell, McKel- 
lar and Flippin then engaged in a 
spirited argument as io whether it 
was the arbitrary or the efforts to 
remove the arbitrary that injured St. 
Louis. 

The argument was precipitated by 
Sawyer who declared that if the arbi- 
trary did not exist, the Brown Shoe Co., 
of which he is an officer, would do 
from 15 to 25 per 
Illinois and the East. 

“It is not the a.v.crary, it is the agi- 
tation which is hurting St. Louis,” de- 
clared Maxwell. 

“We ought to have better facilities,” 
retorted Sawyer. “Illinois points with- 
in 100 miles of St. Louis can get goods 
quicker from Chicago than from St. 
Louls, and Louisville can get goods 
quicker from Boston.”’ 

“We have been trying to get better 
facilities and you would not give them 
to us,” replied Maxwell. 

“If the railroads remove the arbitrary 
St. Louis will give it a franchise for 
facilities,’’ said Sawyer. 

“Then with you,” said Maxwell, “‘it 
is a question of facilities, and not @ 
question of the arbitrary.” 

Cause of Lack of. Facilities.

Large manufacturers will be the bene- 
ficlaries of the reduction in water rates 
recommended in the report of the com- 
mission appointed for the purpose, which 
Mayor Kreismann has received and wil!

Women Need Not Have Same 
Political Views as Husband 


di O doubt you can afford to be 
N indifferent, as a married wom- 
an, about suffrage, and there 
is argume xt there; but don’t, you think 
suffrage should be extended to unmar- 
ried women or else denied to unmarried 
men, that political power might be 
more evenly balanced?” I asked. 

“Certainly I would not restrict wom- 
an suffrage to unmarried women,'’ re- 
plied Mrs. Wheless promptly. ‘Mar- 
ried women do not always agree with 
their husbands about politics, I assure 
you. They weuld not consent to let their 
husbands cast their votes for them. 
And why should they? 

“But if equal suffrage were in force, 
I probably would be like those men who 
do not embrace the privilege now. As it 
is, I never vote in the clubs in witiich I 
have she right, just because I am not 
keen about running things. I am not 
opposed to woman suffrage, but I have 
a theory that sex equality is more 
readily achieved through economic in- 
dependence—the more readily in this 
country, because of the American 
respect for money.” 

“But we have achieved economic ‘nde- 

pendence; women are engaged in every- 
soet of business; there are about 100,000 
women fn St. Louls engaged in remu- 
nerative occupations outside their 
homes,” I protested. 
“Which only proves their ability,” Mrs. 
Wheless replied. “They are mostly 
women wh> are forced to support them- 
selves. You could not get them to &c- 
knowledge that there is any one upon 
whom they could honorably depend for 
support. You scarcely dare suggest that 
there may be some women working not 
from absolute necessity, for fear of 
bringing down that familiar impeach- 
ment that Women are usurping the 
places which rightfully belong to men; 
which shows that economic freedom and 
independence has not been accomplished. 
There remains the o)d-fashioned notion 
that a gentlewoman, if she has a com- 
petence, should sit at home and study 
economy, though !' cevelop Into penury 
as she grows older and her dependence 
increases.

COURT DECLINES 
70 OUST RECEIVER 
FOR PNTENTAL 


Judge Withrow ~ Declares 
‘Quick Action Is Customary 
Under Circumstances. 


FORTUNES WERE MADE 








Attorney Says Gardner and 
Coudrey Made Thousands 
Without Investment. 





Judge Withrow declined Thursday, 
after hearing arguments of both sides, 
to revoke his order establishing a tem- 
porary receivership for the Continental 
Assurance Co. When Judge Selden P. 
Spencer, supporting the motion, declared 
that the application for a receivership 


had been made and filed without notice | 


to the Geteneans Judge Withrow re- 


plied: 

“When allegations such as exist in 
this case are made, it is nothing un- 
usual for a court to appojnt a receiv- 
er at once.”’ 

A few minutes later, Judge Withrow 
ordered that the temporary receiver- 
ship be made permanent. 

A motion was then made to compel 
Harry B. Gardner to turn over to the 
‘receiver a nota for $17,000, signed by Cy 
Judge With- 
row said that arguments on this mo- 


‘tior would be heard by a special referee 


and appointed Excise Commissioner 
Henry S. Caulfield as referee. 

Judge Withrow made his decision aft- 
er John 8. Leahy, attorney for Wal- 
ter J. Miller, president of the company, 
and the prime mover in obtaining the 
receivership, had made the following 
assertions: 

That Harry B. Gardner, as sec- 
retary, dominated the company and 
refused permission to the directors 
to act, 

That the directors appointed a com- 
mittee to examine the books, but 
Gardner declined to surrender them. 

Made Fortune in Firm. 

That the so-called contract under 
which Gardner made $170,000 on com- 
missions was not authorized by the 
directors, but by the votes of Gard- 
ner, Congressman Harry M. Cou- 
adrey and Grant Gillespie, former 
Assistant Circuit Attorney. 

That Coudrey did not put a cent 
into the company, but withdrew with 
a profit of $42,000, 

That Gardner did not invest a 
penny, but made $170,000 in ‘“‘com- 
missions;’’ and got 1000 shares of 
stock for himself and .1000 for his 
wife. 

On the other hand, Judge Spencer ar- 
gued that the receivership should be 
dissolved because, as he alleged, the 
company is “absolutely solvent.” 

“The application for a receivership 
was made and filed,”’ he said, ‘‘without 
notice to the company or the 4defend- 
ants. The plaintiffs participated in a 
meeting of the directors June 9, a few 
Gays before the receivership proceed- 
ings began, and uttered no expressions 
of dissatisfaction. 


“The appointment of a temporary re-/ 


ceiver did great damage to the com- 
pany and the stockholders, of whom the 
plaintiffs constitute only 8 per cent. 
This court is without jurisdiction, be- 
cause the petition does not state a suf- 
ficient cause for the appointment of a 
receiver. 

“There is no evidence to show that 
the plaintiffs stated their grievances 
to the Board of Directors. Under the 
law, no receivership suit can be 
brought except after the directors 
have refused to act, and even then 
proceedings must be brought by the 
State Insurance Commissioner.” 

Leahy rejoined that the plaintiffs are 
eight out of the 12 directors, and that 
they appealed to the Court for protec- 
tion because Gardner dominated the 
company and stripped them of all 
power. 

Leahy Assails Officers. 

“How much money did Coudrey pur 
into this company?’’ Leahy demanded 
dramatically. “‘Not a cent. Yet, as the 
report of Receiver Matt G. Reynolds 
shows, he withdrew at a profit of $42, - 
000. 

“How much did Gardner invest? Not 
one penny. But he has 1000 shares of 
stock, his wife has 1000, and he made 
$170,000 on commissions not authorized 
by the directors."’ 

In reply to Spencer's argument that 
only State Insurance Commissioner 
Blake had power to ask for a receiver 
for the company, Leahy replied that he 
had Blake’s assurance that he could do 
nothing until the company was licensed, 
as it now is not. 

Gardner and Gillespie sat side by side 
in the courtroom and Walter J. Mier 
sat with his son, Thomas ee

JOY RIDING. 

_ The periodical campaign against joy riding has 
begun. It is a feature of the early summer time 
when the country roads and suburban resorts en- 
tice the pleasure-loving youth. Frequently a bit- 
ter harvest of death and shame Is reaped by the 
joy riders themselves, but unfortunately all of 
the disasters flowing from their recklessness does 
not fall upon them; others suffer. 

The law can reach and check only part of the 
evil of the reckless and unscrupulous men who 
go abroad seeking adventure in autos. By the 
efficient work of law officers it can prevent 
heedless and fast running. It can close disorder- 
ly resorts-and compel resort keepers to observe 
stringent regulations. It can punish machine 
thieves. 

But outside of ordinary legal restraints are 
wide fields for folly and wrongdoing. The lec- 
tures to parents on the care of young daughters 
and to young women on the folly ‘of yielding to 
auto invitations from unknown men, which Chief 
‘Young and Judge Wurdeman have given through 
the press, are excellent. Young women ought io 
know that when they enter an automobile with 
strange men they are on the principal thorqugh- 
fare to the abyss. And the roadhouse is the first 
station. 

But much of the disastrous joy riding is due 
to youthful folly. The criminals can only be 
checked by law, but the foolish need instruc- 
tion. Parents with sons and automobiles are 
often wholly neglectful of duty. They let young 
men run wild with machines, failing utterly to 
impress upon them the dangers of reckless driv- 
ing in powerful machines and the necessity of 

’ Observing the rules of the road and the laws of 

right conduct. There is no function which car- 
ries a heavier burden of responsibility and re 
quires more understanding and self-restraint than 
driving an automobile. Rigid discipline in the 
higher graces of civilization is needed to go 
abroad in automobiles without offense. 
Every influence is. needed to avert the worst 
results-of folly and wickedness in high power 
machines. But to enforce the law severely 
against the criminal and reckless fool is the 
prime necessity. Let us have adequate laws rig- 
idly enforced. That is. the foundation of order. 
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The Chautauqua Circuit begins to look like the 
explanation department of those congressmen 
who don’t dare return’ home Arst. 
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A PASSING TYPE. 

Senator John Warwick Daniel of Virginia was 
of a type that is fast passing.

He was the Vir- 
ginian of song and story, who when a boy rode 
forth to war, fought fiercely under Stonewall 
Jackson, rose to the rank of Major on the staff 
of Barly, suffered many wounds and only laid 
down his arms when stricken almost to death at 
the Battle of the Wilderness. 

He became a lawyer of the courtly, gentle «ind, 
and when he went to the Senate he was the same 
kindly person he had ever been, with the ideas 
he had held all his life. Then, when his call 
came, he realized the desire of all Virginians by 
retiring to his home and dying in the place where 
he was horn.‘

EXTRAORDINARY RAILROAD RATES. 

; The Interstate Commerce Commission found 

sufficient excuse for reducing freight rates in 
the West in the rates as furnished by the rail- 
road managers. For instance, the carload rate 
from Omaha to Reno, Nev., was $858, while if it 
were hauled through Reno and 154 miles further 
to Sacramento the rate was $600. If the car 
started frem Denver, 500 miles west of Omaha, 
and if started in Boston, 1700 miles east, the rate 
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official derelictions, incompetence, mismanage- 
ment, neglect and brutality charged as the re- 
sult of his experiences, of which no substantial 
denial or explanation is made by either police 
or hospital authorities. Shot in the leg by a po- 
liceman who should not be trusted with fire- 
arms, O’Brien, sober, innocent and a decent citi- 
zen by competent testimony and a judicial find- 
ing, was then arrested. Thereupon he became a 
subject for the operation of the system of deal- 
ing with unfortunates. Under the rules of the 
Police Department, whose attention is divided be- 
tween detecting and classifying the rascals within 
it, he was sent to the City Hospital, which is in 
a state of disorganization as the result of efforts 
to reorganize it. This institution has passed un- 
der the control of a new set of managers so un- 
selfishly keen for reform that they want nothing 
said about it, 

Here, as a police prisoner, O’Brien, after a 
painful operation, was thrown into what is, for 
some quaint reason, called the “observation 
ward.” So superior is a setting of maniacs, drug- 
fiends and alcoholic unfortunates considered by 
the hospital authorities for a wounded man, that 
O’Brien was kept there 24 hours after his bond 
was presented and was found to be in regular 
form. 

Possibly everything O’Brien alleges he suf- 
fered was the result of an accumulation of sin- 
gular coincidences which perversely piled them- 
selves up as coincidences will. But when the po- 
liceman who shot him has been tried and pun- 
ished, when the station officer who held him 
has gone the same course, when the Police Com- 
missioners who employ incompetents have apolo- 
‘gized to the people for their, neglect and the 
subordinate hospital ‘officials have been disci- 
plined for brutality and indifference, there still 
remains. the real public grievance. This is that 
conditions in a public eleemosynary institution, 
porn of charitable inclinations and established 
on the humane principle that suffering should be 
relieved, are int~“erable, 

A new understanding of Supt. Morfit’s desire 
for secrecy in the conduct of this institution 
comes with the disclosures in the O’Brien case. 
Uneatable food, lack of water, sanitary arrange- 
ments worse than none at all, would be bad 
enough if those confined were robust. But they 
are of the class which, beyond al] others, needs 
good food, good care and decent, humane treat- 
ment. 

How many more of the inmates of the “obser- 
vation ward” are unjustly held is a matter of sur- 
mise. The Hospital Superintendent did not know 
why O’Brien was held 24 hours after his release 
was ordered. It is the system. 

The Morfit scheme of secrecy is then probably 
the easier course. Cover up what cannot be rem- 
edied. But the people of St. Louis will hardly 
agree with him or with Mayor Kreismann who 
approves the plan. 

A City Hospital built by the public and sup- 
ported by the public should be competently and 
humanely managed or it should be closed up.

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' SALARIED PARASITES. 

Samuel W. Allerton does not exaggerate the 
meaning of the increase in the number of Fed- 
eral officeholders and “spies.” If they have not 
more than doubled since 1900; as he thinks, they 
will soon. The 100 per cent increase is only a 
matter of a very short time. 

“And what do they do?” he asks. “Nothing, 
except interfere with everybody’s business.” 

This indicates that Mr. Allerton has not been 
reading the debates in the convention which 
framed the Constitution of the United States.

HERE is a quality of mind named ‘‘Practicality.’’ Its antith- 

esis ig the visionary. The successful. man is _ practical. 

The things he dreams out take shape that can be marked 

out for the market.

Peter Anderson, Inspector of Weights 
and Measures, will recommend to the 
Municipal Assembly the enactment of 
ordinances inc sing the duties and 
powers of his office so that he can ef- 
fectively stop short-weight cheating by 
dishonest grocers, butchers and market 
men. 

He will ask for the passage of bills 
containing the following provisions: 

1. Doubling the number of inspec- 
tors in the department to enable 
them ta do their work more effi- 
ciently. 

2. Authorizing the department to 
make purchases for the purpose of 

' detecting and getting evidence 
against short-weight dealers. 

3. Giving the Inspector of Weights 
. and Measures the power to prosecute 
‘persons caught giving short weights 
or measures. 

4. Authorizing the department to 
inspect computing scales and con- 
demn those found dishonest either in 
weights or cOmputations. 

5. Authorizing the department to 
inspect periny-in-the-slot street scales 
and confiscate those that are out of 
order. 

“If I can get legislation covering these 
Points I can put a stop to short weights 
and measures in St. Louils,”” said In- 
gppector Anderson to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. | “At present I have authority 
only to inspect scales and measures and 
prosecute persons guilty of using those 
fhat are dishonest. 

No.Power to Prosecute. 

“T have no power to prosecute any- 

y for giving short weight or measure. 
ought to have that power. 

“For the purpose of finding out 
whether dealers are giving short weight 
ZI ought to have an appropriation for 
making purchases. I ought to have men 
doing all the time what the Post-Dis- 
patch reporters did in their short-weight 
{nvestigations. 

“IT could send dll the stuff bought to 

the different city institutions. 
' “There would be no loss or waste and 
the amount of money collected in fines 
doubtless ; would more than pay the ex- 
penses of the department. 

“T have caught ‘several persons in 
Short-weight frauds, but I could not 
prosecute them unless they had set 
their scales so. they would defraud a 
consumer. I cannot reach the dealer 
who deliberately knocks off a few 
ounces from each pound, if his scales 
are correct. 

“T caught one dealer who had set his 
scale to weigh three ounces short. I 
prosecuted him. But I had to let go 
another dealer who was giving short 
weight to consumers to the same ex- 
tent, because his scale was correct. 

“A grocer friend of mine who knows 
what is going on in the trade told me 

that the conditions described in the 
Post-Dispatch short-weight exposure 
were general. As the laws now stand, 
I cannot do anything to stop the evil.

He’s personally ac- 
quainted with Jeffries and says that 
the champ once told him that he had 
only hit a man as hard as he could 
once. That was when he fought Jack 
Munroe the second time and dropped 
the big miner in two rounds. 

“T think pretty well of Johnson,” said 
Bresnahan in talking of the fight to 
the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘He’s a good fighter 
and I admire him for the way he has 
taken care of his mother. Still I think 
Jeff will let loose one of those wallops 
and Jack won't know what has struck

Foreign Market Lower and 
the Northwest Reported 
Rain. 





_PRICE CURRENT. 


Winter wheat is maturing in 
good shape and results of early 
harvest are fully up to previous 
expectations. Harvesting has com- 
menced as far north as Ohio and 
Indiana and reports are very far 
vorable. Spring wheat condition is 
lower than a week ago owing to 
excessive heat and lack of moisture. 
Corn conditions are improved and 
the plant is making rapid growth. 
Oats are in good shape and ma- 
turing rapidly. Rain is needed in 
most of the grain area. 











The bears had a big inning in the 
wheat market today, when rains in the 
drouth section of the spring wheat ter- 
ritory dampened the ardor of the bulls 
and caused a rapid throwing over of 
long wheat4n an effort to secure prof- 
its. Prices declined rapidly over z 
cents a bushel before the decline was 
arrested. 

The panicky condition of the New 
York steck market was algo a depress- 
ing influence, owing to the fear of 
financial difficulties developing at that 
center. 

The early market at Liverpool was af- 
fected by lower American cables and 
weakness in Winnipeg. The late mar- 
-Ket there was irregular with July under 
pressure due to cheaper Danubian and 
La Plata offers and weakness in Berlin. 
Distant months were fairly well held on 
good speculative buying. European 
crop advices from Argentine and Rus- 
sia report generally favorable weather 
conditions. 

Snow’s report makes the condition of 
spring wheat 62.2; winter wheat, 81; 
corn, 83.1, and oats, 8. This compares 
with a June 1 estimate of spring wheat 
at 90.3, winter wheat at 80.6, and oats 
at 90.3. On basis of Snow’s average 
his report indicates 217,000,000 bu of 
spring wheat, 386,000,000 bu, of winter 
wheat, 1,056,000,000 bu of oats, and 2- 
877,000,000 bu of corn. On basis of 
Snow’s report and the Government acre- 
age, the report indicates 232,000,000 bu of 
spring wheat ang 412,000,000 bu of winter 
wheat. 

Last year’s winter wheat yield was 
446,366,000 bu, and spring wheat 290, 823, - 
000 bu. 

Indian shipments of wheat this week 
were 1,400,000 bu, against 1,720,000 bu last 
week and 2,688,000 bu last year. Broom- 
hall predicts next week’s shipments will 
aggegate 1,032,000 bu. 

Minneapolis received 132 cars of wheat, 
sj against 140 last week, 158 last year and 
117 two years ago. Duluth received 
19 cars, against 44 last week, 15 last 
year and 2% two years ago. Winnipeg 
received 103 cars against 117 last year.

A favorable forecast In the Northwest 
and an official estimate placing the 
Kansas wheat yield at 65,000,000 bu, 
against 52,000,000 indicated by the Gov- 
ernment report on June 1, carried prices 
to the lowest point of the day.
